Get an eyeful 
of Paul and you may quit Pitt in 1955. We still grow a big 
block of Rose Copeland, for many florists know how to make 
money on Rose. It can be so beautiful. We increased heavily 
our block of Golden Harvest, that profitable yellow stunter. 
And earlybird Allard Pierson, a bit mahoganish, but extra 
early, sold over 40,000 last year, so we will need 50,000 this 
year. We've got them! Of cherry red Darwin Utopia we can 
now do 15,000 R.12. Many growers like that shade. We have 
a few orchid colored Princess Elizabeth (now a beautiful 
queen), perhaps 15,000 R.12 of these longstemmed beauties. 
Of Pax and Shackleton, the two fought-over whites, earlies, 
we can do 3,000 of each. You need a few whites early. 
Besides the above we are trying out a few special varieties 
to see if they will grow well at Sumner, and to let customers 
give ‘em a whirl.
